Later in 
the day the cmijloyea of .Mr. Jacob 
Sidil's factory deterniiiied to follow 
their cxuniiile, and the men employed 
by .Messrs. ('Iicrry it Creech al.so <iuit 
work. They express themselves as sat- 
ialied that they will gain their point. A 
meeting of tho employers is to be held 
this inorniug to consider the situation. 

Although it was understood and o^- 
ficiaUy announced tliat the carpentea' 
strike was at an end, none of the null 
l:ands were at work yesterday inorniiig. 
Later in the day the executive commit- 
tee called a meeting for 7:-'W p. in to ex- 
plain the reason tiierefor. 

A mass nVtoting of the carpenters en- 
gaged ill tlio late slriko was held in 
Harmony Hall last evening to take 
action on tho refusal of Messrs. Muir- 
liead k Maun and Johnson, Walker k 
l''lett to abide by the decision of tlii! 
iiiajmity of the coiitractm-a anil builders 
biiari-1 of trade in granting their men 
nine lioiir.s aa a day's work with no 
reduction in pay. Delegalea from both 
shops reported that all the men re- 
turned to work ye.Hterdny inoriiiiig and 
niidorslood from their foremen that they 
"■tie to receive ten biuira pay for nine 
hours work. KiiiiiorH lo the contrary 
eaiiie to the i^ara ot the men; and they 
a]ipoiiiled a comnutliie to wait upon 
tludr eiiiployiM's, who iiifornieil them 
that they would ])ay but nine hours' 
pay for nine hiiurs' win k. On this the 
men ipiit work anil waited upon tho 
President of the Ciirpontera' Union, 
who calleil the special niectiiig to see if 
it would lie iiecessivry to order another 
general strike. It was shown that all 
the contnictors and two mill firms (Mr. 
S. Cray and .Smith & Mcintosh) had 
stood by the ilecisimi of the lioaril of 
Trade, and thereforo uoiioludcd that it 
would be ungenerous and unfair to the 
contractors to order anotlior general 
strike. 

Tho following was unaninioualy car- 
ried, "That we, the carpenters engaged 
in the late strike pledge ourselves to 
Biipiioi t by every means in our power 
thu eurpuntres aud machine men who 
have been thrown out of work liy tho 
late strike. Wo also pledge ourselves 
not to take tho places vacated i)y the 
monj and to use all honorable ineaiis in 
our power to prevent others from doing 
so." 

The men from Johnson, Walker k 
Klotl'a sho(. deny, as stated b^r on eve- 
ning iiajier, that they wore discharged, 
but state their employers held out in- 
diiceiiicnts to them to return to work 
miller the ten hour syslein.

Damage by tlie Great Storm 
in Englaiui. 



How tho Result of tho Election 
in Veterboro is Viewed. 



The Heavy 8blpmento of Oiild to the 
Argentine Republic Liable to Create 
a Fanic In Berlin. 



THK HHKAT STOIIM. 
f^UNUON, Oct, H, — The storm which 
swept over Knglaiul and Ireland yealer- 
diiy,- though' doliig serious damage 
everywhere, appeivi-s to have spent its 
fury in the iiDrtlieni portions. Reports 
of casualties resulting from the high 
wind which prevailed all day conic in 
hourly, ami tlio aggregate loss of pro- 
perty will bo enorinous. .Several lives 
were lost by contact with Hying tim- 
bers and the debris of domolislicd 
houses, but the telegraph wires every- 
where are' so oripplecl by the storm 
that accurate figures oannot yet be 
given. In almost every county in 
lingland and in Ireland, houses 
were blown down by tho force of the 
gale, and many cases arc reported in 
which the occupaiila iciiiained Iioiiih 
buried in the ruins until icaciied from 
their po.sitioii by their more fortunate 
neighbora. In most of these cases 
serious injiiricH were sustained by those 
dragged from the ruins, and in aome 
ciiaea death resullcd. In the city of 
Uradford a huge warehouse waa blown 
down, and the heavy brick walla in 
their fall cruahcd in four houses adjoin- 
ing. The occupants were buried all 
night under tuna of debris, and il waa 
not till late Ihia afternoon that hun- 
dreds of men who had rcaeiied them 
iiiainigcd to drag tlieiii from niiilel the 
ruins of their homes. .Many vicliiiia 
were frightfully inaiiied and several 
cannot recover.

The ai)eeeli wliicli the liciii. Mr. 
Luiirier ileliveied in 'I'orcmto (in the last 
(lay "1 last iiKiiith \'.mh will ri'ceivcil 
The ainlii iice was large ami intelligent 
and, on one of tho subjects wliich it wa.s 
the duty of the leader of tho Opposition 
to apeak, nut easily jileiiseil. I'.ut it is 
eviileiit that lie iiunle agmiil imiiressiim. 
The greater part uf his ailihcss t.> tlic 
young Liberals (if the (Mly iif T.iiniitii 
wa» a plea for mutual forbearance and 
toleration in 'nmttors of religion. His 
task was a difficult one. Tho public 
mind of Ontario has been exoiteil tin the 
Jesuits' Katates Act, and iiiiicli has been 
said and written tn prejudice its l''.iig- 
liali-apcakiiig and I'liplestaiil inlial litants 
agiiinat their fellow-subjeel.s of French 
extraction. The. agitation is not con- 
fined to one denomination or one party. 
Tliose who are iulhanieed by it profess 
miiny religions and belong to both the 
Coii.servative ami Ihe l\cf(j|-ni parties. 
It can be well iiiidcrslood 
that Air. Lauricr's audience was 
disposed to be critical, and that it was 
necessary for him, a French Canadian 
and a Cailmlie, to be e.v;(,-eodingly car6 
ful both as to what lie said and what he 
left unsaid. Ihit Mr. Laurier was 
equal t(. the task he uiiderliiok. TIrmc 
is perhaps no speaker in the Ddiniiiion 
better fitted to , perform the dilKcidt 
and delicate dnty'of peacemaker. «His 
manner ia exceedingly pleasing and con- 
ciliatory. Jfe is (1110 of the very few 
men in I'arliaiiienl who can win ap- 
plause from both sides (if the House.. 
He well deaervea the title that has been 
applied to him of being Canada's 
"silver-tongued orator." Besides being 
a gentle ninn of pemiliarly attractive 
address he leaves the impression on the 
hearer of Vicing thoroughly honest and 
sincere. He is an aiiinialcd speaker, 
and his clioice of expressions is peculiar- 
ly liappy. When such a man as this 
undertook to prove to the people of 
Toronto thut it was their interest and 
their duty to live at peace with their 
neiglihoura and that no good 
ohjoct could be gained by making re- 
ligious dili'eiences causes of dis" 
cord, it would be indeed singular if 
he did not,, to some extent, produce the 
rebult he intended. The subject was 
not, strictly speaking, a parly one. His 
exhortation to ])eaceaml good will did not 
rouse parly .spirit wliicli is alwa3's so 
active in Ontario and so ready to take 
fire at half a word. He had with him 
in iiis desire to cnhn those who had been 
unduly excited by recent ((iiasi r(digioiis 
discusaioiis, and to bring about a better 
undersliniding and a more cordial feel- 
ing between I'rotestaiits and ( 'atlicliea 
in Ontario and other ]iartH of the 
Dominion, the approval and good wishes 
of the moderate men of both parties, 
The Conservatives of Ontario are 
just as anxious to see religious

ii.s are I he I tcbii iiici s. They want 
to see political i|iicslioiis discussed in 
the Doniinion free from tho disturbing 
and blinding inthicnccs of religious 
strife. Th'jy know that mIicu nicii aic 
quarreling about matters in w hich relig- 
ion is involved, no (|iicsti(in of pure poli 
tics stands any show of b(-iiig rationally 
discussed and fairly decided upon. 
Consequentljr the deeper tho impression 
that Mr. Laurier might make in lii.s

The sniiiiortera of the present Admin 
ist ration were the more disposed to lis 
ton to Mr. Laiirior on the religions (pies 
tioii, so-called, and to desire that he would 
anoccod In clearing the public mind 
of religious jealousies and i)rcjudiccs 
na there was really nothing in the poli- 
tical part of his speech to give them the 
least niiPHsinesH. His crilicisina on the 
policy aiul tlic couihict of tho govern- 
nient wore not by any means severe or 
oalculatod to stlnmlato tho kcuI of the 
Liberal jmrty in Ontario, or miywlier 
else, ami the " progniiiimc " of lli 
Liberal party is, from ii political point 
of view, as iiiiKH-ciit and as hiu niles 
Consorviitivo interests as a programme 
Mn well bo. 

Mr. Laurier siiid : " This is the 
programmo of tho Liberal party : 
To obtain continental froodoni of 
trade. That Is our programme ul this 
moment. Hut, gcnl hiincn, (illicrii of 
you will Bay, ib thai l lie only (|ii( siion? 
Aro there no other i|uesii(iiis iiressiiig 
for sclutluii? V'es, xuntlunieii, thuru 
iir« other quoatloiia, and important 



qmsstiona too, that will soon come into 
tho aren i of active politics; hut as I 
read history, one gioat reform at a tiliio 
is as much as ii party can effect; andlf 
we fix onr eyes steadily on one reform 
Uiul devote all our energies to its ao- 
coinpUahiiient, su.icesa will certaitily 
crown our efforts at no distant day hx- 
iug our eyes steadily upon the goal, we 
Bhall go on steadily until wo reach it— 
Unrestricted Continental Booiprocity. 
Mr. Haldwin devoted his life to one 
aingle reform, that of Responsible (lov- 
eriimeut. Mr. Brown gave his life to a 
single reform, Representation by I'opu- 
latiou." 

As to gain the end Mr. Laurier pro- 
poses to the Liberal party tho eoiisent 
of a neighboring nation must be first ob- 
tained, tho new Liberal programme does 
not seem qnite so practical a» party 
progrnnunes generally are. If Mr. 
Laurier luid proclaimed that the Liber- 
als of the Dominion arc prepared to set 
U)) tho standard of lAcc Trade, pure and 
simple, that they are n.'ady to abolish 
the tariir ullogether or to advocate one 
for I ovenue, alone, bto policy would bo 
one wiiioli Cariadiani ' could carry out 
without tho co-operation of a foreign 
state. This is what 4lio lUitisli fiee- 
tradors did. They opened the ports of 
their country to all the world without 
waiting to ask whut other countries 
whose action they could not control in- 
tended to do. i'liis was a practical pol- 
icy. It was po.ssiblo for the Mritisli 
I'iii'liaiiient to carry it out as soon as 
the free traders obtained a majority. 
Kcspoiisible ( oiveriiiiient was a purely 
British (pieation ami Kepreaentation 
by Fopultttion was within the 
purview of the Canadian Legislature. 
Hut reciprocal trade with the United 
.States, whether restricted or unrestrict- 
ed, is not a Canadian (luestiou. If .Mr. 
L;inriur at the m.-xt gcnciid election ob- 
tained a sweeping majority for his the- 
ory of unrestricted reciprocal trade with 
tho United States ho would be, as fur as 
cai-rying out his pianiliar policy is coii- 
ccnicd, exactly where he is now. lie 
\V(aild not lie able to lake the liist slcp 
lir« :irils I be accoinplislimcnt of his ends. 
I'A urytliing would depend on the action 
(if tlie ( (iiigiesa of the United States 
and the temper of tlie American people 
Iftheyucre not willing to ciilcr into 
closer c(iiiimer('i(d relations willi tin; 
1 »(iminion, Mr. Laurier's advocacy of 
Unrestricted licciprocily ,uid all bis 
labor in obtaining a majority in Parlia- 
ment favorable to his views, would liuvi- 
li. en in vain. It is not tho custom of 
pi actical politicians (o propose to their 
party ends 'that may 
even when the whole 
verted to their views. 

.V policy can hardly be called Cana- 
dian which cannot be acted upon with- 
out the consent and the active co-opera- 
tion of a foreign nation. If it were 
known that the American people were 
favorable lo unrestricted reciprocity and 
were only waiting for the consent 
of Canada to inaugurate a free 
intercluingc of commodities between 
the two countries, Mr. Laurier's jroliey 
u iiuld then he practical, and it would 
be worth people's while who were favor- 
able to such relations betw-een the two 
countries, to enlist under his banner — 
that is if tho object, could not be at- 
tained in any other.way.. But the indi- 
cations are that as soon as, -the Ameri- 
cans signify their willingness to enter 
into reciprocal trade relations with 
Canada the i)res('nt ( loveriimciit will In- 
oly to make an aiiaiigcinciit with 
them that will be luutuully prolitalile. 
As our readers know, it has been com- 
petent for llie American government at 
my time within the last ten years to 
have partial or restricted reciprocity 
with this country. .-\I1 they had to (h 
IS to take tin; duties oil' certain art i 
cles and to notify the Canadian Ooverii 
mcnt that thejr had- done so, to have 
those articles entered on .the Dominion 
free hat. This shows that the preacnl 
( Idvornnient was never opposed to re 
ciprocity ill trade with the United 
Stales. As is also well known, t 
Americans never availed themselves 
this privilege to any great extpnW But 
if they are now coming to tlieir senses 
and signify their . desire >- to bo more 
neighborly in matters of trade, we have 
no doiilit but that the govern- 
ment will (Id its b(.-st to acc(iiiiui(j(lat( 
them. What it does will not jierhaps 
meet .Mr. Laurier's views. It is not 
be expected that its policy will ever 
olitain bis unqualified approbation, but 
it will be pretty certain to receive the 
support of the majority of the i)eo]ile o 
t he Doihinion. K\ en .Mr. l.aiirier him 
s,df is pledged to give .Sir .loliii Mac 
doiialil his siijiport in any einh^axdr Ik 
may make to obtain even a measure o 
limited reciprocity, But a^ it takes 
two to make a bargain it is evident that 
nothing can bo done in tho way of 
ciprocity by either of the Canadian 
parties until public o])iiiion in the 
I'liited States is favorable to Kecipro 
city. Hut the iiilluenco of either Sii 
.lohn Macdonald or the 'Hon. Mr. 
Laurier on Anierlcxh ])nblio opinion i.- 
not very great. 

It will have to be ailiiiltlcd that tin 
new Liberal iiolicy is as much .Vincricu 
as it is Canadian, and as the |.'iililic mei 
of the Liberal |)ai'ty of (Auiada cannot 
nndor any circumstoncoB, do much to 
w(ii'(ls inllucnoing piddle sentiment on 
the other side of llu; line, ('anadi:i 
Coli.servativcs can coiitiMiiplate llu 
ell'ortsof .Mr. l.auricr and his party 
with (piict amusciiielit, knowiiij; that 
when the pi(ip(;r moment arrives they 
and not tho Liberals, aro in the position 
to take advunlugo of the clryiimstnncoB 
favorable to reci]ir(icity 



cultural Association's exhibitions should 
be held a'dernatoly on the Island s.ud 
Maiuloiul. Tins ugreeniont had, up to 
this-ye-ir, been 'faithfully kept, indeed 
no onie ever thought of violating it. But 
thisycar the Association in defiance of the 
understimding, passed a resolution that 
its next year's exhibition should be held 
at Westtiiinistcr. It is to be regi'etted 
that it was dotennined to pursue a 
course which many believe to be a direct 
breach of faith. If the arruugement 
that hitherto existed was found to be 
inconvenient or unjust to any part of 
the province, it could be easily dis- 
solved ill a friendly way or superseded by 
some otherarrangoinent. But tho uliaiige, 
which wo have to say -was unwarrant- 
able, could hardly have boon made. in a 
way more oA'cnsivo to Victoria and the 
Isluiidgenerally. The island's represen- 
tatives were treated in a inanuer that 
was the reverse of polite or fair, 
and the Muiuluud men who ventured to 
say a word on behalf, of fair ; play aud 
good faith were not at aU - too civilly 
treated. , The shabby aqt-.-was commit- 
ted very shabbily, and wo trust that 
those who took a leading part in the 
unhandsome proceedings will have tin; 
graco to be ashamed of thuir conduct. 
Victoria will survive tin? indignity "and 
injustice with which she %7as treated at 
Westminster on Friday ovenhig. It 
will continue to exist although the Is- 
land has been, Ihi'oiigh the action of the 
Association, unfairly (lepriv(Ml of an ad- 
vantage to which it had a right; and we 
nre not at all sure that Wcstuiiiister 
will, in the long run, ho a gainer by hav- 
ing a benefit conferred upon it to which 
it has no equitable claim.

The raih 
are now laid across Jaiiica Bay lu idge, 
and in a few days the •rack will lie 
coiiiiiieiiced on 1-iock Hay bridge. Tliu 
walls of the power station and car sheds 
on Store street, at the city end of liock 
liay bridge, haiO riaeii rapidly, ami 
yesterday one of the live-ton boilers 
waa placed in position. 'I'o-day the 
aecoiid boiler will be set up, and tlio 
balance of the plant will soon be put in 
ahiipo for operating the cara. The 
atreet rails are now on the way, ami it 
is reported have already jiiiaaed tlirougb 
Montreal. Upon their arrival, work on 
tliealreids will be (luickly pushed lo 
eoinpletion. 'I'he poles uiid ties are al- 
ready im the ground, and the greater 
part of the former aru in position. 
SLriiigiug the wires will be comuienccd 
witbiii the next fortiiiglil, and witli no 
delays, at lueseiil unforseen, the road 
will be completed, and the cara will be 
running during November. 'I'he teriiia 
of conlraut slate tliut llio road must be 
eoinpletcd liy the first ultimo. 

'I'eii or twelve days ago the four 
handsome cars with which the company 
will commence business, were aliipped 
from the Patterson & (,'orbiii factory, in 
St. Cathariiiea, Out. Tliey will probab- 
ly be here in a week or ten days. All 
of the four now on the w:iy are closed 
and capable of sealing comfortably HO 
passengers. The open ears which will 
next sumniur be placed un the road will 
bo built at homo. Those now in truiiait 
from .St. Catharines are complete in all 
their appointinonta, are thoroughly mod- 
ern, and are equal in appearance and 
comfort to any in America. They are 
well ventilated, and will be illuminated 
after dark with incandeaeeiit lamps. 
When they dash through the streets in 
the evening, the llglita sliiiiiiig liriglitly, 
Victoria's street cars wilt present tlie 
appearance of veritable fairy palaces on 
wheels.
